Fires are much in fashion in tho city 
of Manila.

Perhaps tw o or three times that num ­ 
ber of people are made homeless each 
year. 
T he conflagrations are not due. 
as might be supposed, to lack of ade­ 
quate protection in fire fighting equip­ 
ment—at least, not since tho United 


1 States took charge. 
The fault lies in the style of build 
lug or, rather, in the materials used. 
All the business houses in old and new 
Manila are built of concrete, stone or 
hard woods, sometimes of all throe. 
Tho w ealthier natives and most for­ 
eigners have houses of stone or fine 
hard woods, but tile districts occupied 
by the working clqss are invariably 
built up of nipa (a dried grass) and 
bumtioo. 
Both of these materials, especially 
nipa, are extremely inflammable. And. 
as frequent destruction of these shacks 
or huts means increased business for 
the nipa dealers, incendiarism Is ram­ 
pant during the dull season. 
Natural­ 
ly the dull season is in dry summer. 
when the leaves cure aud when fires 
flourish. 
Tondo, an endless tenement quarter, 
Is composed almost solely of nipa butH, 
a single square block containing an y­ 
where from IOO to 400 h o u s e s , accord­ 
ing to size. 
The houses in most in­ 
stances are so solidly built as to afford 
room only for pedestrians to pass be­ 
tween them. The Paco and San Nicho­ 
las districts are much the same.—E n­ 
gineering.
